Washington, D. G., May 16.—Whole- 
gale prices for April showed a decline 
of 6 per cent from March and 42 per 
cent from April. 1920, in figures made 
public today by the department of 
labor. A decline of 43% per cent shown 
from the high peak prices of last May. 

Farm produdts showed the largest 
decrease in April, with a drop of 8 
per cent. Food di tiblen decreased 6 
per cent; clothing a Kittle over 3 per
